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Ve President 


This month The Florida Bar com- 
pletes its third year since the promul- 
gation of the Integration Rule on March 
4, 1950. This period has been charac- 
terized not only by substantial growth, 
but also by notable professional accom- 
plishments and worthwhile public serv- 
ice. Let us remember, however, that 
this is not a time for complacency. New 
vistas of professional and public service 
are opening to us daily. The solution of 
old problems, as in the case of the 
abolition of the diploma privilege, have 
created new problems which demand 
the most earnest efforts of lawyers 
throughout the State of Florida. 


This is my last message to you as 
president of The Florida Bar. It would 
be impossible for me adequately to ex- 
press to the lawyers of Florida my ap- 
preciation for the privilege of serving 
you as president during the past year. 
It has been not only the highest honor 
ever accorded to me, but an opportunity 
for service which I have undertaken to 
perform to the best of my ability. 

The work that has been accomplished 
by the Bar during the past year would 
have been impossible except for the help 
and cooperation of Jawyers and judges 
throughout the state. I should like to 
pay special tribute to the Board of Gov- 
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ernors, to Miss Sallye Cooksey, Secre- 
tary of the Bar, and to the Committees 
of the Bar, for their devoted and un- 
selfish work. The Supreme Court, the 
Conference of Circuit Judges, and the 
County Judges’ Association have like- 
wise worked with us in a spirit of con- 
structive cooperation. 

We are able, I believe, to say that our 
program has been carefully coordinated 
with the activities of the American Bar 
Association, in our common effort to 
improve the administration of the Bar 
and the rendition of service to prac- 
ticing lawyers. 

The American Citizenship program 
has been recognized as contributing 
materially to the preservation of repre- 
sentative government through a pro- 
gram of public education and under- 
standing of the privileges and responsi- 
bilities of citizenship. 

Our Legal Aid and Legal Referral 
programs have laid the foundation for 
establishment within the legal profes- 
sion of Florida of organized facilities 
for the furnishing of legal services to 
all citizens at a cost within their means. 

Our work in the field of Judicial Ad- 
ministration is going forward toward 
the goal of establishing the most effec- 
tive standards of court and administra- 
tive procedures. 


We have given continuing support to 
the maintenance of high standards of 
legal education and professional con- 
duct, and have inaugurated a program 
of cooperation with the colleges of law, 
which we believe will be of lasting 
benefit to the Bar of Florida, and 
which may well serve as a pattern for 
other states. 

We have laid the groundwork for a 
public relations program for the preser- 
vation of the respect and confidence of 
the public in our Bar, in our profession, 
and in our members. 

We have exerted every effort to ex- 
tend the democratic base of the Bar 
so that every lawyer in Florida may 
participate in its affairs and may bene- 
fit by its work. 

Your able president-elect, Horner C. 
Fisher, who has worked tirelessly upon 
the affairs of the Bar for a long period 
of time, will assume his duties as presi- 
dent on April 4. I am confident that he 
will have the continued cooperation of 
the lawyers and judges of Florida, and 
that next year will be marked by out- 
standing accomplishment.

All the legal institutes and institute 
programs listed in this article are pre- 
sented in co-operation with the Legal 
Institutes Committee of The Florida 
Bar, and all members of The Florida 
Bar from all sections of the state are, 
of course, invited to attend. 

RECENT INSTITUTES 

Nine legal institutes or institute pro- 
grams were held, in conjunction with 
The Florida Bar, during the month of 
February and the early part of March 
(prior to March 12th), but since the 
topics and speakers are listed in the 
Annual Report of the Legal Institutes 
Committee, printed elsewhere in this 
issue of the Florida Law Journal, under 
the heading of the appropriate Judicial 
Circuit, it is not necessary to repeat 
this information here. The institutes 
and programs so held during that period 
are: February 7th, Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit Bar Association; February 12th, 
St. Johns County Bar Association; Feb- 
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ruary 19th, Volusia County Bar As- 
sociation; February 20th and 2lst, 
Eighth Judicial Circuit Bar Associa- 
tion; February 26th, Broward County 
Bar Association; February 27th, St. 
Lucie County Bar Association; Febru- 
ary 28th, Lakeland Bar Association; 
March 5th, The Jacksonville Bar Asso- 
ciation; March 6th, Tampa and Hills- 
borough County Bar Association; March 
6th, Sixth Judicial Circuit of The Flor- 
ida Bar, in co-operation with St. Peters- 
burg Bar Association; and March 9th, 
Palm Beach County Bar Association. 

Reports reaching the writer as to in- 
stitutes and institute programs held 
before the date this copy is written 
(February 28th), are that they were 
all most successful and worthwhile 
events. 

It would, however, be amiss to fore- 
go a special mention of the Institute 
on Civil Trials, which was held in 
Gainesville on February 20th and 21st, 
under the joint auspices The Florida 
Bar and the Eighth Judicial Bar As- 
sociation, with the co-operation of the 
General Extension Division of Florida 
and the University of Florida. The at- 
tendance at this institute is believed 
to have set an all-time record for legal 
institutes in Florida. The number of 
lawyers and judges from all sections of 
Florida who registered for the insti- 
tute was 315. In addition to this num- 
ber, 67 law students registered, with 
52 from the University of Florida, 15 
from Stetson University, and two from 
the Florida A. & M. College. Attendance 
counts showed that between 300 and 
330 were present at each of the five 
lecture sessions. The five speakers were 
nationally-recognized as the top lec- 
turers in their fields in the country. 
The success of the Institute on Civil 
Trials was attested by the opening re- 
marks of one of the lecturers, Dean 
Francis X. Busch, a member of the 


Chicago Bar for more than fifty years, 
who has spoken at legal institutes all 
over the nation for many years. Dean 
Busch said that our institute was “one 
of the largest and most enthusiastic I 
have seen anywhere.” 


LEGAL ETHICS SEMINARS 

With reference to the legal ethics 
seminars at the colleges of law, ar- 
ranged by the Legal Institutes Com- 
mittee of The Florida Bar in conjunc- 
tion with the Jacksonville Bar Associa- 
tion, the scope of this program has re- 
cently been enlarged. At the College of 
Law of Stetson University, two prac- 
ticing lawyers are conducting, each 
week this semester, a seminar on prac- 
tical problems of legal ethics. At the 
College of Law of the University of 
Florida, on each Monday and Tuesday 
of every other week during the present 
semester, two practicing lawyers are 
conducting seminars on particular as- 
signed canons of ethics, in conjunction 
with a legal ethics course given at that 
college. 


INSTITUTE PROGRAMS AT 
CONVENTION 

The Legal Institutes Committee of 
The Florida Bar was also given the as- 
signment of arranging four institute 
programs at the 1953 Annual Conven- 
tion to be held at Hollywood Beach on 
April 2nd to 4th and of co-operating 
with the Tax Section in arranging three 
others, and the Lawyers’ Title Guaranty 
Fund in arranging an eighth program. 
Since information concerning these in- 
stitute programs will be furnished to 
every member of The Florida Bar 
prior to the Convention, this informa- 
tion need not be set forth here. The 
Legal Institutes Committee, however, 
will and hereby does express its ap- 
preciation for the fine co-operation it 
has received in carrying through on 
this assignment.

Pursuant to instructions, I have made an examination of the cash account 
with the Tallahassee State Bank and Trust Company, Tallahassee, Florida, and 
U. 8S. Government Bonds on hand, of the Florida Bar for the year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1952.

Exhibit A reflects the cash to be accounted for and the amount disbursed 
during the year. Budget estimates during the year exceeded cash collection in 
the amount of $9,770.15. This could be the result of collections during December 
1951, of $11,471.00 in 1952 membership dues. The budget does not specify the 
expected revenue of dues by years and as the records are kept on a cash basis, 
these 1952 dues are included in the receipts for the prior year. 

In this connection, no verification of the sources of receipts was made, how- 
ever, amounts shown on deposit slips were traced to the bank, and paid checks 
were examined for regularity. 

Schedule 1 shows the bank reconciliation as at December 31, 1952. 

Schedule 2 shows in detail the U. S. Government bonds examined. The value 
of these bonds at December 31, 1952, was $5,233.50 compared with a cost of 
$4,850.00.

BILL DRAFTING CHANGES 


The 1953 Legislature, both the House 
and Senate, is expected to adopt new 
regulations with reference to technical 
requirements in preparing bills for in- 
troduction. The ’53 session of the Legis- 
lature, as indicated now, will require an 
original and four exact copies of all 
bills, resolutions, and memorials, for in- 
troduction. The original copy will go 
to a committee chairman, the duplicate 
copy will be retained by the clerk or 
the Secretary of the Senate, the third 
copy will go to the press, the fourth 
copy will go to the sergeant at arms of 
each house and the fifth copy will be 
used by the Legislature Reference Bu- 
reau in making a daily summary for 
members of the House and Senate. 

The new rules will require that all 
bills be typed in black, on legal size 
paper approximately 8'% x 14 inches. 


The original copy must be on stout 
plain white bond paper with the dupli- 
cate and other exact copies on a good 
grade of paper or on onionskin. 

A new method of photographing bills 
for enrolling was adopted by the Legis- 
lature in 1951 and the new process re- 
quires that typed material be submitted 
in black color. 

The Revision Department of the At- 
torney General’s Office which serves as 
a drafting agency for both branches of 
the Legislature during the session has 
prepared a detailed bulletin of informa- 
tion for secretaries and those who are 
drafting or typing bills for introduc- 
tion in the Legislature of 1953. These 
bulletins will be sent to any one free 
of charge upon writing to Charles Tom 
Henderson, Attorney General’s Office, 
Director of Bill Drafting. 


NEW PLAN FOR SPEEDING UP THE PRINTING 
OF THE GENERAL SESSION LAWS 


A new plan for speedily printing the 
general session laws of state-wide ap- 
plication following the 1953 session has 
been approved by the Board of Com- 
missioners of State Institutions. The 
new plan will divide the general ses- 
sion laws into two volumes. Volume 1 
will include only general state-wide 
laws and Volume 2 will include popu- 
lation acts, relief acts, road designa- 
tions and other general acts of local 
application. 

The plan was formulated by the Law 
Reporting Committee of The Florida 
Bar in 1951 and was recommended by 
the Convention at Miami Beach in 1952. 
A contract will be awarded to include 
the printing of the pamphlet laws and 
Volume 1 of the General Session Laws. 
The type used for printing the pam- 
phlet laws will be used in printing the 
General Session Laws. As fast as the 
pamphlet laws are printed the type will 
be remade in page form for Volume 1 
and as rapidly as laws are enacted they 
will go immediately to the printer and 


will be processed while the session is 
still going on. 

Following the close of the 1953 ses- 
sion, Volume 1 should be printed and 
ready for distribution within 30 days 
following the receipt of the last copy 
of the index. The plan will cut down 
on the time heretofore required for 
printing and distributing the general 
session laws by several months. The 
volume will also be smaller and more 
reasonable in price. It is hoped that the 
new plan will meet many complaints 
heretofore filed by attorneys on the 
long delays between the session and re- 
ceipt of the general session laws. The 
cabinet members of the Board of Com- 
missioners of State Institutions, the 
Secretary of State and the Attorney 
General’s Office are all coordinating 
their efforts towards expediting the 
printing of the acts of the 1953 Legis- 
lature, which affects the state as a 
whole in order that the public may re- 
ceive the published laws as quickly as 
possible.

THE SUMMER INTERN PROGRAM 


By ROBERT B. MAUTZ AND WILLIAM H. CHANDLER 


THE PROGRAM 

More than two years work and plan- 
ning culminated last summer with the 
institution of the Summer Intern Pro- 
gram or Summer Placement Program. 

The general plan of the program was 
formulated by the office of the Secre- 
tary of Labor of the University of Flor- 
ida Student Government and adopted 
by the John Marshall Bar Association 
of the University of Florida (subse- 
quently referred to as J.M.B.A.). The 
Florida Junior Bar and a committee, 
working with the J.M.B.A., executed 
the program during the summer months 
of 1952. 

The purpose of the program and the 
details of its development have been 
discussed fully in a previous issue of 
the Florida Law Journal.’ Suffice it to 
say here that the primary purpose is to 
provide on-the-job training for law 
students during the summer months. 
It is one of a series of steps undertaken 
jointly by The Florida Bar and the law 
schools of the State to bridge the gap 
between the classroom and the practice 
of law.? 

From the viewpoint of the law school 
the program is an extremely important 
tool in the body of techniques used to 
develop the law student into a worthy 
member of his profession; from the 
viewpoint of the Bar it is a recognition 
of the Bar’s responsibility to contribute 
to the formation of the character and 
ability of those individuals who will 
eventually become members of a proud 
profession; from the viewpoint of the 
individual practitioner it is an oppor- 
tunity to contribute to the improvement 
of the Bar, as well as to have someone 
in his office who can assist him in 
many of the functions of his office. 

OPERATION OF THE PLAN 

Although the program is open to all 
of the law students enrolled in the law 
schools of Florida, only students from 
the University of Florida College of 
Law participated in the program during 
the summer of 1952. Approximately 
sixty students from that school indi- 


cated their desire to work in an at- 
torney’s office. By the first of May 
forty of these students had been com- 
pelled to withdraw their names from 
consideration. Most of these forty were 
called into the military services in some 
form or other. 

Simultaneously with the collection of 
information by the J.M.B.A. as to what 
students would be able to participate 
in the program, the committee of the 
bar which was charged with the respon- 
sibility of executing the Bar’s portion 
of the program obtained names of at- 
torneys who were willing to have stu- 
dents in their offices. 

A representative of the bar and the 
J.M.B.A. then attempted to correlate 
the applicants with the positions so 
that any preference on the part of 
either would be honored. The primary 
preference on the part of the applicant 
was to be located in or near his home 
town so that his living expenses would 
be minimized and he would have an 
opportunity to become familiar with 
the problems in the locale where he 
planned to practice. Members of the 
Bar indicated very few preferences. A 
completed personnel questionaire filled 
out by a student was then mailed to an 
attorney in his home town who had 
indicated his willingness to provide on- 
the-job training. If the attorney, after 
looking over the data contained in the 
completed questionaire as to the back- 
ground and experience of the student, 
approved of that student, he so noti- 
fied the applicant. Arrangements from 
that time were directly between the 
student and the attorney. Of the twenty 
students who finally indicated their de- 
sire to work during the summer, all but 
two were placed. Those two wanted

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specialized experience which was not 
offered. 


EVALUATION 

The response of the Bar to the chal- 
lenge presented by the program was 
extremely gratifying. Many more at- 
torneys volunteered to make available 
their experience and office space than 
there were student applicants. The sub- 
sequent evaluation of the program by 
attorneys who had students in their 
offices indicates that from their point 
of view the program was a success. The 
students who participated in the pro- 
gram have expressed their enthusiasm 
for it in no uncertain terms. The Col- 
lege of Law and the Bar regard the 
program as a highly desirable one. 

As this is being written, the J.M.B.A. 
is distributing questionaires to the stu- 
dents for the summer 1953 intern pro- 
gram.* A sub-committee of the Bar As- 
sociation contacted lawyers throughout 
the state asking that they indicate 
whether they are willing to cooperate 
in the program. Through this article 
you as members of the Bar are being 
urged to communicate directly with the 
Bar committee if you will participate 
in the program this coming summer 
and have not already notified your local 
bar association or the central committee 
of that fact. Simply tear out the blank

A. This is a voluntary program. You 
will be sent the name and a com- 
plete set of data as to experience 
and background of an applicant and 
may reject that applicant if you 
wish. If there are enough appli- 
cants, you will then be sent another 
name, etc. 

Q. How long will the student work in 

my office? 

The program will last approximate- 

ly three months, from 15 June 

through 12 September, or a shorter 
period if agreed upon by the attor- 
ney and the student. 

Do I incur any obligation to employ 

the student after he graduates from 

law school? 

None. 

Do I incur any obligation as to com- 

pensation? 

This is a matter of individual firm 

prerogative. 

How much training will the appli- 

cant have? 

No student may apply unless he has 

completed two semesters of law 

study. Most students will have com- 
pleted more than this minimum.

Your committee began in the summer 
of 1952 calling upon all local bar as- 
sociations to provide speakers for all 
organizations desiring speakers on the 
subject of value and responsibility of 
American citizenship. In August, 1952, 
the president of every local bar associa- 
tion in Florida was furnished with an 
outline of the program calling for as 
many addresses by members of The 
Florida Bar as could be arranged be- 
fore any and all organizations, placing 
responsibility for furnishing each 
speaker on each local association. Each 
member of The Florida Bar committee 
participated in his local area. The point 
stressed at this time was addresses 
during September because of Septem- 
ber 17 being Constitution Day. 

Since that time more than 500 pieces 
of mail have gone out from the chair- 
man to all parts of the state urging 
members of the bar to accept the re- 
sponsibility of making talks on the 
value and responsibility of American 
citizenship and its historical back- 
ground. 

The committee has brought nation- 
wide recognition of its activities by a 
report thereof circulated in the Citi- 
zenship Quarterly Bulletin of the 
American Bar Association in the issue 
of September, 1952. Over the state 
over 300 addresses by members of The 
Florida Bar on this subject with credit 
to The Florida Bar before various or- 
ganizations including civic clubs, 
schools, lodges, PTA, churches and 
other organizations. Upwards of 50 ad- 
dresses were made over radio stations 
on time given by such stations. Special 
credit should be given to Clyde Tram- 
mell, chairman of the local committee 
at West Palm Beach who during Con- 
stitution week in September, 1952, 
caused 4 radio addresses to be made 
and addresses by 30 other lawyers to 
as many organizations in West Palm 


Beach including addresses by such 
notables as Charles Francis Coe and 
Horner Fisher, President-elect of The 
Florida Bar, which addresses were be- 
fore Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions, Civitan 
and Exchange clubs and various other 
organizations. Special credit should be 
given to Judge Aquilino Lopez of Key 
West who personally delivered several 
addresses and caused virtually every 
organization in Key West including 
the high school student body to have 
the benefit of an address on the subject. 

Those two communities were espe- 
cially active. Virtually every other local 
bar association participated to some 
extent. Literally thousands of people 
in Florida had the importance of Ameri- 
can citizenship called to their attention 
under the auspices of The Florida Bar 
Committee on American Citizenship. 

The American Bar Association has 
urged all state associations to provide 
as authorized by resolution of Con- 
gress a competent and noted speaker 
at the naturalization ceremonies in all 
Federal courts when new citizens are 
admitted. This committee is proud to 
report that at every naturalization 
ceremony in all the Federal courts in 
Florida during the existence of the 
present committee there has been made 
an excellent address by a noted member 
of The Florida Bar to such new citi- 
zens. This has been warmly received by 
the Federal judges and is considered 
very important. 

This committee has paid its own ex- 
penses for postage, mimeographing 
and other costs which have been con- 
siderable. The committee recommends 
that The Florida Bar allocate at least 
a small sum in the future for such 
purposes.

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COMMITTEE ON COOPERATION WITH 
ACCOUNTANTS 


During the past year the Committee 
on Cooperation With Accountants has 
endeavered to implement and carry for- 
ward its basic function in furthering 
the existing cordial relations between 
the legal and accounting professions in 
Florida. 

The Committee was extremely fortu- 
nate to have the privilege of working 
with Mr. Gordon P. Blitch of Jackson- 
ville, who was appointed by the Florida 
Institute of Certified Public Account- 
ants to head its Committee on Coopera- 
tion With Bar Associations. 

The Committee, during the past year, 
undertook two major activities. First, 
the Committee in association with Mr. 
Blitch’s Committee on Cooperation With 
Bar Associations sponsored a series of 
public relations television and radio 
programs in Jacksonville and Tampa 
during the 1952 federal tax season. 

The Jacksonville program consisted 
of a series of six weekly television pro- 
grams which began February Ist and 
continued through March 8th. The tele- 
cast consisted of a panel discussion deal- 
ing with topics of general public in- 
terest in the field of federal taxation. 
The weekly panel consisted of two at- 
torneys and two accountants under the 
expert guidance of Delbridge L. Gibbs 
of Jacksonville, who acted as moderator. 
The series was sponsored by The Flor- 
ida National Bank of Jacksonville un- 
der the title of “Your Income Tax.” 
The Tampa program consisted of a 
radio series and was organized under 
the leadership of George W. Ericksen. 
The Tampa series was also a panel dis- 
cussion of subjects in the field of fed- 
eral taxation, and the panel was com- 
posed of an equal number of Tampa 
attorneys and accountants. The Com- 
mittee understands that these radio 
programs were highly successful and 
well received by the listening audience 
in the Tampa area. 

Mr. Albert Bernstein attempted to 
organize a series of similar television 
programs in Miami, but due to local 


complications, was unable to do so. 

It is hoped that this type of public 
relations venture in cooperation with 
the Florida Institute of Certified Pub- 
lic Accountants can become an annual 
event and be extended to encompass a 
greater state-wide coverage. 

The second activity of the Committee 
consisted of the sponsorship of a joint 
meeting in Jacksonville between this 
Committee and the Florida Institute of 
Certified Public Accountants Commit- 
tee on Cooperation With Bar Associa- 
tions. The meeting is scheduled for 
March 20th and is designed to provide 
a basis for discussion and action in con- 
nection with matters of mutual interest 
to our two professions. It is expected 
that the meeting will prove to be of 
considerable benefit to both groups, and 
may also become a yearly activity. 

Finally, we wish to point out a possi- 
ble defect in the organization of the 
recently organized Tax Section of the 
Florida Bar, which directly involves 
this Committee. When the Tax Section 
was organized in 1952, through ap- 
parent inadvertence, the Committee on 
Cooperation With Accountants was left 
intact in a separate special committee 
of the Florida Bar. Inasmuch as this 
Committee is closely related with the 
field of federal taxation, it is suggested 
that the Board of Governors abolish 
the special Committee on Cooperation 
With Accountants as such. In lieu of 
this special committee, its functions 
could logically be transferred to a spe- 
cial committee of the Tax Section, hav- 
ing a chairman and membership se- 
lected from members of the Tax Sec- 
tion. 

It is contemplated that such an or- 
ganizational shift would in no way 
materially affect the objectives and 
work of this Committee, except that its 
membership would be chosen from those 
members of the Florida Bar who have 
become members of the Tax Section. 
This organizational shift should result 
in no substantial change in the vitality 
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of this Committee’s work, in view of 
the fact that those persons who would 
logically appear to have the greatest 
interest in relations with accountants 
would be those members of the Florida 
Bar manifesting sufficient interest in 
the field of federal taxation to secure 
membership in the Tax Section. Fur- 
thermore, it should be pointed out that 
the Tax Section of the American Bar 
Association is organized along the lines 
suggested above with respect to the 
matter of its Committee responsible for 
relations between lawyers and account- 
ants. 

We should also like to point out that 
the foregoing recommended organiza- 
tional change has been discussed at 
some length with Hugh R. Dowling, 
currently the Chairman of the Tax Sec- 
tion of the Florida Bar and it is under-

stood that his group approves of the 
recommended action. 

It is therefore recommended that the 
Board of Governors take action to abol- 
ish the Special Committee on Coopera- 
tion With Accountants and revise the 
organization of the Tax Section to in- 
clude a General Committee on Coopera- 
tion Between Attorneys and Account- 
ants, with a separate chairman and 
members selected from the Tax Section 
of the Florida Bar.

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BANKRUPTCY COMMITTEE 


We the undersigned, members of the 
Committee on Bankruptcy, beg leave to 
report as follows: 

Your committee found that the bank- 
ruptcy rules which this committee has 
recommended to the District Court of 
the United States for the Southern 
District of Florida, and which were 
adopted on April 30, 1952, by that court, 
required corrective amendments which 
this committee prepared and submitted 
to the court and which have been 
adopted by the court. 

It has come to the attention of this 
committee that a practice of solicitation 
of powers of attorney to act for credi- 
tors has arisen in this district and will 
lead, if it has not already lead, to a 
violation of professional ethics as de- 
fined by the Committee on Ethics of 
the American Bar Association in its 
opinion 78 of August 27, 1932. 

This practice was drawn to the at- 
tention of this committee only within 
recent days, and sufficient time has 
not been available prior to the filing of 
this report to convene the committee 
or to enable the majority of the mem- 
bers to render a mature judgment on 
what should be done, but six members 
of the committee, in considering rules 
of other districts, are of the opinion 
that the Bankruptcy Committee for the 
ensuant year should carefully consider 
the merits of Rule 59 of the District 
of Columbia adopted June 20, 1951, 
which we are at pains to set forth as 
follows: 

RULE 59. POWERS OF ATTORNEY, 
PROXIES, and VOTING. 

(a) Powers of Attorney. Attor- 
neys and other persons representing 
creditors of the bankrupt shall not be 
allowed to vote at meetings or to re- 
ceive dividends unless they are named 
in a power of attorney executed by 
the creditors represented by them 
authorizing them to do so. 

(b) Disapproval of Election or Re- 
moval of Trustee or Creditors Com- 
mittee. The appointment of any trus- 
tee in bankruptcy or of the official 


creditors’ committee selected at any 
meeting of creditors are provided in 
the Bankruptcy Act (11 U.S.C.), 
whose election or appointment shall 
have been procured by votes cast un- 
der powers of attorney or proxies in 
the interest of the bankrupt, or in any 
interest other than that of general 
creditors, shall be forthwith disap- 
proved, or the trustees shall be re- 
moved and the appointment of such 
committee shall be set aside, and such 
powers of attorney or proxies shall 
not thereafter be voted for any pur- 
pose by the holders thereof. 

(ce) Voting More Than One Claim 
By Proxy. No person, firm or corpo- 
ration other than a creditor, commit- 
tee of creditors, or an attorney at law, 
shall be permitted to vote more than 
one claim under power of attorney 
or proxy at any meeting of creditors, 
unless an order has first been ob- 
tained from the referee authorizing 
such voting. 

Such order may be granted ex 
partee upon an affidavit or verified 
petition annexed to said order which 
shall set forth the applicant’s name, 
business and address, whether the 
claims applicant desires to vote have 
been or will be solicited, and if so, by 
whom and at whose suggestion, the 
purpose of such solicitation, the com- 
pensation or consideration, if any, 
which affiant expects to receive, di- 
rectly or indirectly, therefrom, and 
that such solicitation is not in the 
interest of the bankrupt, or in an 
interest other than that of general 
creditors. 

If it shall appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the referee that powers of 
attorney or proxies have been or are 
being solicited by the applicant in 
the interest of the bankrupt or in 
an interest other than that of gen- 
eral creditors, the referee may vacate 
such order, in which event he shall 
give notice in such manner as he 
may direct of the said vacatur to all 
persons who have theretofore grant- 
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ed powers of attorney or proxies to 
the applicant. 

(d) Qualification For Voting By 
Committee of Creditors. Any mem- 
ber or members of a committee of 
creditors desiring to vote claims held 
by such committee shall, prior to such 
voting, file an affidavit with the 
referee stating (1) names of officers 
and members of such committees; 
(2) whether they or their firms are 
general creditors; (3) when, where 
and at whose instance the committee 
was organized; (4) whether any 
members or officers thereof expect 
compensation, and if so, from whom, 
and (5) that said claims were not 
solicited nor will they be voted in the 
interest of the bankrupt or in an 
interest other than that of general 
creditors. 

(e) Inquiry by Referee as to So- 
licitation of Proxies. The referee, at 
his own instance, or at the request of 
any party in interest in the proceed- 
ings, may make, or permit inquiry 


to be made, as to the solicitation of 
claims voted, or to be voted. If, upon 
such inquiry, it appears that any 
claims, powers of attorney, or proxies 
have been solicited with the intent 
or purpose of voting them at any 
meeting or hearing in the interest of 
the bankrupt or in an interest other 
than that of general creditors, the 
referee shall not allow the voting of 
such claims under such powers of at- 
torney or proxies. 

(f) Violations. If the referee 
shall find that there has been a vio- 
lation of this rule, he shall forth- 
with report the same to the Court 
with appropriate recommendations 
for further referral to the United 
States Attorney’s Office or to the 
Grievance Committee of this Court.

COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL AND 
COMPARATIVE LAW 


Ths is a new Committee of The Flor- 
ida Bar. Your Chairman, at least, was 
overwhelmed as we started work in this 
Committee, with the multiplicity of 
questions presented—the United States 
being spread over a good portion of 
the Earth. 

We first considered the possibility 
of having a conference in Miami just 
before the Inter-American Bar Asso- 
ciation meets in Caracas, Venezuela, in 
November, 1953. We were partial to 
the Inter-American Bar Association be- 
cause it and The Florida Bar have so 
much in common. A large proportion 
of the delegates, numbering something 
like one hundred, from the United 
States fly down to South America. 
Probably most of this number fly from 
Miami. Our plan was to have the Con- 
ference shortly before the meeting in 
Caracas and persuade as many as 
possible to stop over in Miami a few 
days on their way down. This matter 
is still under consideration and being 
worked on. 

Another matter having the earnest 


consideration of your Committee is the 
proposed amendment to that part of the 
Constitution of the United States which 
makes treaties with other nations the 
law of the land when executed by the 
President and Senate. Since large sums 
of money are now being involved in 
some treaties with foreign nations, it 
is thought by many that the Congress 
as a whole should ratify such treaties. 
There have been some debates among 
the members of The Bar on the pro- 
posed amendment. The Committee as a 
whole has taken no definite stand. 

We have had under consideration at 
various times during the year the 
United Nations Charter in some of its 
aspects. This question opens such a 
wide field for discussion that it will 
take time to arrive at any definite con- 
clusion as to what matters can be work- 
ed upon by this Committee. 

There is much work to be done.

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COMMITTEE ON CIVIL PROCEDURE 


At the 1952 convention, the Commit- 
tee on Civil Procedure, in its final re- 
port, recommended the consolidation of 
the common law and equity rules of 
practice into one set of rules applicable 
to both law and equity. The convention 
approved that recommendation. Pur- 
suant thereto, at the first meeting of 
this Committee following that conven- 
tion, a sub-committee consisting of 
Clarence Brown, Lake City, Chairman, 
Neil McMullen, Tampa, William H. 
Dial, Orlando, and Alfred Green, Day- 
tona Beach, was appointed to prepare 
a draft of this consolidation. This sub- 
committee has prepared such draft and 
it has been discussed at a subsequent 
meeting of the full Committee. 

The next meeting of the full Com- 
mittee will be held on March 7th, 1953, 
in Tallahassee. The Supreme Court’s 
Rules Committee, consisting of Justices 
Terrell, Sebring and Mathews, will 
meet with it. It is planned the two 
committees will, at that time, go over 
together the consolidation of the rules 
with the view of getting such in final 
form for presentation to the bar at the 
1953 convention, and for the bar’s ac- 
tion upon it at such time. 

At the first meeting of this Com- 
mittee there was also appointed a sub- 
committee consisting of Delbridge L. 
Gibbs, Jacksonville, Chairman, John 
Bell, Tampa, M. H. Edwards, Bartow, 
Robert S. Hewitt, West Palm Beach, 
Bert Lane, Pensacola, John Prunty, 
Miami, and B. Campbell Thornal, Or- 
lando. This committee was appointed, 
pursuant to action of the 1952 con- 
vention, to work with Charles Tom 
Henderson of the Statutory Revision 
Department of the Office of the At- 
torney General in promulgating specific 
recommendations for the repeal by the 
1953 legislature of statutory provisions 
in conflict with or made obsolete by 
the rules of practice. This sub-com- 
mittee has been in correspondence and 
conference with Mr. Henderson, is 
studying various sections of the stat- 
utes, and is expected to report to the 


full Committee at its meeting in Talla- 
hassee next March. 

At the request of the Supreme Court, 
the Committee has undertaken the task 
of drafting a revision of the certiorari 
rules and cognate statutes. This work 
was entrusted to a sub-committee con- 
sisting of Harold A. Kooman, St. 
Petersburg, Chairman, W. O. Mehrtens, 
Miami, and B. Campbell Thornal, Or- 
lando. This sub-committee expects to 
have its draft ready for presentation 
to the full Committee and the Court’s 
Committee at the meeting in March. 

At the 1952 convention there was 
adopted a recommendation that the 
legislature be requested to amend Sec- 
tion 25.47, Florida Statutes, to in- 
clude expressly county judge’s courts. 
The Committee has drafted a bill to be 
presented to the legislature for that 
purpose and sent it, together with a 
memorandum of the reasons for it, to 
Charles Ausley, Chairman, of the Legis- 
lative Committee. 

Since its last meeting on January 11, 
1953, the Committee has had referred 
to it for consideration and recommen- 
dation by President McRae a bill pro- 
posed by the Jacksonville Bar Associa- 
tion amending the partition statutes, 
and some suggested rule changes. The 
Committee expects to consider and take 
action upon these matters at its next 
meeting in March. 

It presently appears the Committee 
will present to the 1953 convention for 
action, proposed consolidation of the 
common law and equity rules of prac- 
tice. Should the Supreme Court desire 
the convention’s action thereon, there 
may also be presented for consideration 
a draft of the certiorari rules and cog- 
nate statutes.

FLORIDA USE TAX 
RULED OUT PRIOR 
TO APRIL 25, 151 


The Florida Supreme Court, in a de- 
cision of wide interest filed December 
19, 1952, declared that the portion of 
the Florida Sales Tax relating to the 
tax on use, consumption or storage of 
tangible personal property is unconsti- 
tutional and of no effect prior to April 
25, 1951. 

The Court’s decision in Thompson v. 
Inter-County Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., 61 So. 2d , was based upon its 
finding that the use tax features of 
the Sales Tax Bill as introduced in the 
Florida Legislature was not properly 
expressed in the Bill’s title. The Court 
found, however, that this constitutional 
defect was cured by the enactment of 
Florida Statutes 1951, Chapter 26484, 
Laws of Florida, Acts of 1951, on April 
25, 1951. 

The opinion by Justice Thomas went 
on to state that while the improper title 
made the use tax invalid, it remained 
inactive and dormant until the 1951 
enactment by the Legislature with 
proper titles and sub-titles, and _ be- 
came effective on that date. 

Although the decision was distrib- 
uted by the Comptroller to all sales 
tax offices in mimeograph form, the 
agency’s official position has not been 
announced. Information released by 
local offices indicate immediate and 
full acquiescence. Mr. N. E. Miller, Jr., 
Chief Examiner for the Sales and Use 
Tax Division of the Comptroller’s Of- 
fice has stated that no liability for Use 
Tax will be asserted for periods prior 
to April 25, 1951.

COMMITTEE ON JUDICIAL ADMINISTRATION 


The committee has held meetings at 
Daytona Beach on September 5, 1952, 
at Orlando on December 11, 1952, and 
at Lakeland on February 12, 1953. 

At the commencement of its term 
the committee was assigned and under- 
took as its immediate objective pro- 
mulgation of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment relating to the Su- 
preme Court. Until the general election 
in November, 1952, a majority of the 
time and energy of the committee was 
devoted to fostering the amendment. 
Members of the committee discussed 
the amendment on television and radio, 
and debated its merits before various 
civic organizations. However, the com- 
mittee was unsuccessful in the accom- 
plishment of this objective because the 
amendment was defeated at the polls. In 
fairness, it must be stated that not all 
the committee were convinced that the 
amendment should be adopted. 

As a long range objective, the com- 
mittee proposes the ultimate adoption 
of a Judiciary Article of the Constitu- 
tion embodying a system of judicial 
selection and tenure similar to the 
American Bar Association plan or Mis- 
souri plan, which is a combination of 
the appointive and elective systems 
whereby qualified judges are appointed 
without regard to political affiliation 
and their records in office voted upon 
by the public periodically, thereby re- 
lieving judges of the necessity of politi- 
cal campaigns. However, the commit- 
tee feels that it would be inappropriate 
to submit such a Judiciary Article to 
the Legislature and the Electorate 
without first devoting a considerable 
period of time to full consideration and 
discussion by the Bench and Bar and 
by the public. Some sort of educational 
program should be undertaken to pre- 
sent the features of such plan on a 
state-wide basis, to the end that the 
sentiments of the Bench and Bar and 
the public may be fully expressed and 
received. 

The committee recommends that a 
Judicial! Council for Florida be created 
and established as soon as possible by 


means of appropriate legislation. A 
proposed Act therefor is attached as 
an appendix. This recommendation is 
the subject matter of a special report 
made to the Board of Governors at the 
Board’s request. Criticism and sugges- 
tions relating to this proposed legisla- 
tion are invited. 

The committee further recommends 
that consideration be given to the feasi- 
bility of adoption of the Original Pa- 
pers Rule and Appendix method in con- 
nection with appeals to the Supreme 
Court of Florida. See 13 Federal Rule 
Decisions 31, and Volume 36 of Journal 
of the American Judicature Society, 
page 110. 

It has been suggested to the commit- 
tee by a former Justice of the Supreme 
Court that consideration be given to a 
proposed plan designed to accomplish 
more efficient organization and ad- 
ministration of the work of the Su- 
preme Court without necessity for 
changing the existing judicial provi- 
sions of the Constitution as follows: 
(1) That Rule 1 of the Supreme Court 
Rules of Practice be repealed and re- 
scinded to the end that the Chief Jus- 
tice may be relieved of the duty to sit 
upon both divisions of the court, and 
shall be freed to perform the constitu- 
tional duties imposed upon him by Sec- 
tion (4)e of Article V of the Consti- 
tution (which provides, “The Chief 
Justice shall be the chief administrative 
officer of the Court and responsible 
for the dispatch of business and pro- 
curing consistent decisions... ”); (2) 
That the services of Circuit Judges as 
acting Justices of the Supreme Court 
be utilized to a greater degree; (3) 
That each Justice of the Supreme Court 
who desires a legal clerk assigned to 
him be provided with such a clerk. The 
committee feels that further considera- 
tion, study and discussion should be 
given to these proposals before any 
concrete recommendations are made. It 
is recommended that a joint meeting of 
the committee and the members of the 
Supreme Court be arranged for the 
purpose of discussing and exploring all 
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matters relative to the work, organiza- 
tion and administration of the Court. 
There has been presented to the com- 
mittee for consideration a proposed 
amendment to Section 2 (e) of Article 
V of the Constitution, as follows: 
“(Ce) Upon attaining the age of 
_...,» any active Justice of the 
Supreme Court, eligible to retire 
at full pay, shall thereafter hold 
office as a justice for life or during 
good behavior, shall receive the 
same compensation as other active 
associate justices, and shall, with 
his consent, serve as the Court may 
request. When a justice has so been 
granted life tenure, his former of- 
fice shall thereupon become vacant; 
in the event of the death, resigna- 
tion, retirement, or conviction on 
impeachment of a justice so grant- 
ed life tenure the office shall not 
otherwise be filled.” 
The committee has under considera- 
tion the advisability of recommending 


adoption by all Circuit Courts of a 
Handbook for Jurors similar to the 
one presently utilized in the Eleventh 
Judicial Circuit. 

The committee is indebted to Presi- 
dent Wm. A. McRae, Jr., President- 
Elect Horner C. Fisher, Judge Paul D. 
Barns, John T. Wigginton, W. Ray- 
mond Blackard and James E. Edwards 
for their interest, suggestions, advices 
and energy devoted to the matters of 
Judicial Administration.

SPECIAL REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JUDICIAL ADMINISTRATION 
RECOMMENDING THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
JUDICIAL COUNCIL IN FLORIDA 


The Board of Governors of The 
Florida Bar at its meeting held at 
Orlando, Florida, on December 12th 
and 13th, 1952, went on record as 
favoring the establishment of a Ju- 
dicial Council in Florida, and requested 
that the Committee on Judicial Admin- 
istration go forward as rapidly as possi- 
ble with a study of the project and 
make recommendations to the Board 
of Governors at its meeting to be held 
on February 13th and 14th, 1953, at 
Lakeland, Florida. 

The committee first undertook to ob- 
tain all information, material, litera- 
ture and reports available on the sub- 
ject of Judicial Councils. The commit- 
tee is indebted to The Institute of Ju- 
dicial Administration, Inc., for its as- 
sistance in making available certain 
material and references on this sub- 
ject. Pursuant to the request of the 
Board of Governors, the committee re- 


spectfully submits its report and recom- 
mendations as follows: 

A Judicial Council has been defined 
as an agency created to make a con- 
tinuous study of the courts and to re- 
ceive, consider and make suggestions 
as to the service rendered by them to 
the public. Judicial councils have been 
established by legislative enactment, by 
order of court, and in some instances 
by resolutions of bar associations. It 
would seem preferable to have the ju- 
dicial council independent of The Flor- 
ida Bar, but a bar-sponsored council is 
better than none at all. The greatest 
limitations of a council created by the 
bar has been its complete dependence 
upon the bar association for financial 
support. Although establishment by 


rule of court is probably the most logi- 
cal method, legislative enactment is 
preferable from the standpoint of se- 
curing financial support as well as 
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liaison fer consultation on bills re- 
lating to the courts. Also, legislative 
enactment denotes an official body, as 
distinguished from bar association 
committees interested in judicial ad- 
ministration. The greater majority of 
judicial councils have been established 
by legislative enactment. 


The primary function of a judicial 
council generally is to provide a body 
for research and collection of statistical 
data, with the obligation to suggest 
methods to increase the efficiency of 
judicial machinery and to suggest nec- 
essary amendments to procedural law, 
since most judges do not ordinarily 
have sufficient time for the research 
necessary for such work. The primary 
powers or duties given to judicial coun- 
cils are to collect, analyze and publish 
statistics of the work of the courts; to 
receive and investigate criticisms of 
them; to follow decisions relating to 
court procedure; to make recommenda- 
tions regarding the work of the courts; 
to recommend changes and suggest 
rules for keeping court records. The 
common thread running through the 
work of a judicial council is the prepa- 
ration and publication of facts and sta- 
tistics on the work of the courts. Re- 
liable statistics on the work of the 
courts are essential as the basis upon 
which improvements in the judicial 
system may be predicated. Justice 
Arthur T. Vanderbilt once _ stated: 
“After working with ‘live’ statistics 
for two years, I am so impressed with 
their importance that I do not hesi- 
tate to say that I do not see how a 
judicial system can function effectively 
without them any more than a busi- 
ness could be run without current re- 
ports from its accounting department.” 
Another important function of a ju- 
dicial council is that of an authorita- 
tive, unbiased governmental agency 
available to assist the legislature on 
request with respect to matters within 
its field. Some legislatures have re- 
ferred proposed bills relating to mat- 
ters of judicial administration to ju- 
dicial councils for a report and recom- 
mendations. Finally, every judicial 


council ought to be a clearing house 
and sounding board known to the gen- 
eral public as a place where complaints 
and suggestions regarding the judicial 
system may be lodged with assurance 
that they will receive competent and 
authoritative attention. As stated by 
Harry D. Nims, “The object of these 
councils seems to have been to inter- 
pose between the courts and the public 
a small body, the members of which 
possessed the ‘know how’ to better con- 
ditions in the courts, which ‘know how’ 
the public did not have; a body that 
possessed also a real desire to improve 
conditions. It was to be a body to which 
the public could bring criticisms and 
complaints regarding the work of the 
courts.” 

It has been said that the experience 
of the past twenty-five years seems to 
indicate that a judicial council should 
not undertake to do more than to func- 
tion as a “caretaker” for the courts and 
in that capacity to furnish the judges 
and the legislature and the governor 
with helpful information, to study and 
report on methods of handling court 
business and to receive and study com- 
plaints and suggestions received from 
the public and the bar. In short, in the 
public interest, to do what neither the 
judges, legislatures nor any other pub- 
lic agencies in this field are in a posi- 
tion to do effectively; that is, to make 
a continuous study of the administra- 
tion of justice and suggest improve- 
ments in it. 


The first judicial council was created 
in 1923. Now only twelve states (in- 
cluding Florida) have no judicial coun- 
cil or similar body. Judicial councils 
function with notable success in Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, Kansas, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, New York, Ohio and 
Texas. The American Bar Association 
and The American Judicature Society 
have long advocated the establishment 
of judicial councils in every state, and 
the strengthening of those in existence. 
In 1949, the Honorable Glenn R. Win- 
ters in reporting on the Silver anni- 
versary of the judicial council move- 
ment, said, “Every state ought to have 
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a judicial council. True, conditions vary 
from state to state, but wherever jus- 
tice is administered through a system 
of courts, there is a place for the work 
of a judicial council.” 


The personnel of judicial councils is 
usually composed of judges of the ap- 
pellate courts and trial or inferior 
courts, lawyers and laymen. Some have 
representatives of the law schools with- 
in the state, the attorney-general, mem- 
bers of the legislature, representatives 
of the press, and citizens from various 
stations of life. The Honorable George 
Maurice Morris, former President of 
the American Bar Association, in 1942, 
said: “Where either lawyers or judges 
serve alone they seem to lack the energy 
for sustained attack. Where judges and 
lawyers serve together, each group 
seems to have a diffidence about im- 
posing its views upon the other, which 
stultifies action. Where, however, lay- 
men are included, their presence seems 
to act as an ‘ice-breaker’ and to stir 
activity among the professional mem- 
bers of the council. Laymen’s criticisms 
are sharper.”’ The number of members 
constituting various judicial councils 
varies from 5 to 53. It is generally be- 
lieved that a council composed of from 
10 to 15 members is better balanced 
and more efficient in operation. 


It is almost imperative that a ju- 
dicial council have an executive secre- 
tary or a working staff apart from the 
regular council members. As stated by 
Harry D. Nims, ‘We know now, that 
to be successful, a council must have 
enough funds to enable it to have a 
secretary who gives at least part of his 
time to its work. It should have also 
some facilities for research, for those 
who make up the council cannot be ex- 
pected (since they work without com- 
pensation) to do the drudgery involved; 
and it must be able to inform the legis- 
lature, the courts and the bars as to 
the significance of any statistics it col- 
lects, of the results of the studies it 
makes, and the recommendations it of- 
fers.” The New York Judicial Council 
has an executive secretary, three re- 
search assistants, one in charge of ju- 


dicial statistics, one dealing almost ex- 
clusively with library work, and a third 
in charge of office administration and 
field work, and three stenographer 
clerks. The Massachusetts and Ohio 
councils have separate, paid secretaries, 
although not completely full-time, and 
most of those judicial councils in the 
higher level of accomplishment have 
paid secretaries. The New York council 
receives $40,000 from the legislature, 
and the California council receives an 
appropriation of $20,500 per annum. 

The committee has confined its dis- 
cussion and report to judicial councils, 
without regard to judicial conferences 
(which are usually composed entirely 
of judges). It seems that more em- 
phasis has been placed in the states on 
developing judicial councils rather than 
judicial conferences. It may well be 
that the Association of Circuit Judges 
in this state could accomplish some of 
the work of a judicial conference. Much 
could be said in favor of judicial con- 
ferences. This is not the time or place 
to discuss the respective merits and 
shortcomings of the judicial council 
and judicial conference. They may sup- 
plement each other or perform the 
same functions. The American Bar As- 
sociation’s Section on Judicial Admin- 
istration has recommended the creation 
of both, and where judicial councils 
already exist it was recommended that 
judicial conferences be designed pri- 
marily to assist the judicial council in 
formulating and activating programs 
for the improvement of the judicial 
system. This committee feels that un- 
divided attention be devoted to the 
establishment of a judicial council at 
this time, without consideration of a 
judicial conference. 

In the words of Harry D. Nims, “It 
is not the function of the judicial coun- 
cil to define justice, but it is their 
function to study, continuously, our 


machinery for rendering to every man 
his due. Will we not do well to imple- 
ment them with able men and reason- 
able resources? Never perhaps were 
they needed more than they are today.” 

It is respectfully recommended that

a Judicial Council in Florida be estab- 
lished by legislative enactment, that 
its membership be composed of a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, a Circuit 
Judge, a judge of a court having pro- 
bate jurisdiction, the Attorney General 
or one of his assistants, representatives 
from the law schools, members of The 
Florida Bar, and laymen, who shall be 
appointed by the Governor for the 
period of three years in staggered 
terms, and that sufficient funds be ap- 
propriated to the council in order that 
it may accomplish its purposes and 
duties. A rough draft of a proposed 
act creating a judicial council is here- 


with submitted for consideration and 
criticism.

APPENDIX 


AN ACT to provide for the estab- 
lishment of a judicial council to make 
a continuous study of the organization, 
procedure, practice and work of the 
courts of Florida, including all matters 
concerning the more efficient admin- 
istration of justice, and to make an 
appropriation therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
the State of Florida: 

Section 1.—There is hereby created 
a judicial council to be known as the 
Judicial Council of Florida. The council 
shall have the powers and shall be 
charged with the following duties: 

(a) To make a continuous survey 
and study of the organization, proced- 
ure, practice, rules and methods of ad- 
ministration and operation of each and 
all of the courts of this state, the vol- 
ume and condition of business in said 
courts, the work accomplished and the 
results obtained. 

(b) To collect, compile, analyze and 
publish statistics showing the work of 
the courts. The judges, clerks of the 
various courts, and other officials 
thereof, shall make to the council such 
reports, from time to time, as the coun- 
cil may prescribe. 

(ec) To receive, consider, and in its 
discretion, investigate criticisms and 
suggestions from any source pertain- 
ing to the administration of justice and 
to make recommendations in reference 
thereto. 


(d) To recommend, from time tv 
time, to the Legislature any changes 
in the organization, jurisdiction, opera- 
tion, procedure and methods of con- 
ducting the business of the courts 
which might be put in effect only by 
legislative action, and to recommend to 
the courts any changes in the rules and 
practice or methods of administering 
judicial business therein, which, in the 
judgment of the council, would simplify 
and expedite or otherwise improve the 
administration of justice. The council 
shall file with the Governor an annual 
report of its proceedings and recom- 
mendations and the results thereof. 

Section 2.—The Judicial Council of 
Florida shall be composed of a Justice 
of the Supreme Court, who shall be the 
presiding officer of the council; a 
Judge of the Circuit Court; a Judge 
of the court having probate jurisdic- 
tion; the Attorney General or one of 
his assistants; a member of the faculty 
of the law school of the University of 
Florida, Stetson University and of the 
University of Miami; three members 
of the Bar of the State of Florida; and 
four laymen; all to be appointed by the 
Governor. Four members shall be ap- 
pointed to the council for a period of 
one year, five members for a period 
of two years, and five members for a 
period of three years, and all appoint- 
ments made thereafter shall be for a 
period of three years, except, that in 
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case of a vacancy, the appointment shall 
be made to fill the unexpired terms. 

Members shall serve without compen- 
sation, except for reimbursement of 
their traveling expenses. The salaries 
of an executive secretary, clerks and 
stenographers employed by the council, 
printing and all other expenses, shall 
be paid from the appropriation for the 
expenses of the council upon proper 
voucher therefor signed by the chair- 
man. 

Section 3.—There is hereby appropri- 
ated from the general fund of the State 
the sum of $.......__-._.___.__._. per annum 
to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


SOME LAWYERS MUST 
FILE USE TAX RETURN 


If you have received a copy of Use 
Tax Return from the Comptroller’s 
office during the past month, you 
should seriously consider filing it to 
disclose any out-of-state purchases 
you have made during 1952. Although 
lawyers may be thoroughly familiar 
with the shifting use, springing use 
and use upon a use of the Law of 
Future Interests, they are being con- 
fronted today with a new use—the use 
and consumption of tangible personal 
property. 

The president of the Tampa and 
Hillsborough County Bar Association 
recently appointed a special commit- 
tee to study the use tax liability of 
lawyers upon the out-of-state purchase 
of law books, pocket parts, legal peri- 
odicals and other tools of the profes- 
sion. It was the unanimous opinion of 
the Committee that the tax on such 
untaxed matter was owed, and further- 
more, that a return should be filed by 
each lawyer or law firm prior to Jan- 
uary 20. 

The return provides spaces for re- 
porting total invoiced amount and al- 
lows a deduction for transportation 
costs of effecting delivery. The balance 
is subject to the 3% tax. No credit is 
given for “collecting” the tax.

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COMMITTEE ON LEGAL AID 


The Committee on Legal Aid submits 
its report for that portion of the year 
1952-53 up to February 10, 1958. 
During this period the following has 
been accomplished: 

1. All routine cases involving worthy 
individuals which were referred to the 
Committee have been handled. In some 
instances this involved liason between 
local legal aid associations. Other cases 
necessitated securing the services of an 
attorney in an area not served by a 
regularly constituted local association. 
The Committee is pleased to report that 
almost without exception the attorney 
first approached either accepted the as- 
signment or secured the services of 
some other attorney in the area. No 
case has come to the Committee’s at- 
tention, meriting free legal assistance, 
which could not be handled because of 
non-cooperation on the part of the 
members of the Bar. 

2. The Chairman has maintained 
close cooperation with the Jacksonville 
Legal Aid Association in the handling 
of cases involving members of the 
armed forces and their dependents. The 
Jacksonville Association is the only 
agency in Florida recognized by the 
National Association and the Depart- 
ment of Defense and all armed services 
cases are referred to it first. Many 
cases require the services of counsel 
in areas other than that served by the 
Jacksonville Association, and the Com- 
mittee has been able to recommend at- 
torneys whenever requested to do so in 
such instances. 

3. Conferences with the State Wel- 
fare Board have led to the adoption of 
a more realistic interpretation of the 
1951 statutes relating to aid to depend- 
ent children. Location associations can 
now render a vital service to the State 
as well as the individuals involved with- 
out assuming the burden of prosecuting 
a great number of fruitless suits. The 
Board now will accept the determina- 
tion of a legal aid committee that a 
given case should be prosecuted or 
should be considered useless because of 


the absence or disability of the person 
responsible for the support of the child 
in question. 

4. The Committee has been accepted 
as an associated group with the Florida 
Conference of Social Welfare and the 
Chairman has been given a position on 
the Advisory Committee on Program 
Planning. At the annual business meet- 
ing of the Advisory Committee on No- 
vember 8 at St. Petersburg, it was pro- 
posed that a seminar on Legal Aid be 
presented at the Spring meeting of the 
Conference to be held in Jacksonville 
on April 1. Your Committee is prepared 
to present this seminar to the large 
group of social and welfare workers 
who will be in attendance at this meet- 
ing. We hope to be able to give them a 
working knowledge of the functions of 
legal aid in the community and how 
much a service can assist them in their 
individual fields. It has been the ex- 
perience of all established legal aid or- 
ganizations that a great number of 
clients are referred by local charitable 
and welfare agencies whose case work- 
ers are in daily contact with the class 
of individuals who qualify for legal aid. 
If these Conference delegates recognize 
the value of legal aid, they can help 
create a demand for such service in 
their local communities. Your Commit- 
tee believes that local bar associations 
will respond whenever the demand for 
service is presented. 

It has been the observation of the 
Committee that the progress of legal 
aid in Florida has been retarded, not 
so much because of any lack of interest 
or willingness to participate on the part 
of the Bar, but because of the failure 
of the public to demand such a service, 
such failure being largely attributable 
to lack of knowledge. We believe that 
succeeding committees should place 
public education and information as 
their primary objective. We recom- 
mend that an effort be made to present 
legal aid seminars at the State meet- 
ings of county judges, small claims 
court judges and justices of the peace. 
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In areas served by local associations, 
these officials have utilized the services 
of such associations to the fullest ex- 
tent and have universally commended 
the Bar for its assistance to them in 
the more efficient discharge of their 
duties. 

Until legal aid in Florida has prog- 
ressed to the point where a state-wide 
association of local agencies is feasible, 
it is strongly recommended that the 
membership of this Committee be in- 
creased to provide for two members 
from each judicial district. A commit- 
tee so constituted will be able to per- 
form true legal aid service on a state- 
wide basis by having available at all 
times, in each district, at least one 
person who either can handle a legal 
aid matter referred through the local 
association, associations in other States 


or cases involving members of the arm- 
ed forces; or who will be in a position 
to secure the services of some other at- 
torney in his locality. It is also recom- 
mended that members be appointed for 
two-year terms and that the term of 
the two members from each district be 
staggered in order to provide for con- 
tinuity of service and the minimum of 
confusion occasioned by annual reor- 
ganization.

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LEGAL INSTITUTES COMMITTEE 


The year 1952-53 was a year of note- 
worthy progress in the legal institutes 
program of The Florida Bar. The num- 
ber of topics and lecturers was multi- 
plied, more legal institutes were held 
than ever before, and the groundwork 
was laid for even greater progress in 
the future. 

Members of the Legal Institutes Com- 
mittee spent the four months immedi- 
ately following the 1952 annual con- 
vention last June in the task of greatly 
expanding the list of topics and lec- 
turers. The number of topics was in- 
creased from 43 the previous year to 
187, or nearly four and a half times; 
the number of speakers (disregarding 
the fact that some speakers were listed 
for more than one topic) was increased 
from 90 to 266, or nearly three times; 
and the number of different speakers 
from 73 to 176, or nearly two and a 
half times. 


During October the Committee pub- 
lished a 24-page booklet, 6 pages being 
devoted to suggestions and procedures 
in the holding of legal institutes, the 
remaining 18 pages containing the list 
of topics and lecturers. Copies of this 
booklet were distributed to the presi- 
dents and legal institutes chairmen of 
the local bar associations of Florida, as 
well as to many other bar leaders in 
this and other states. 


Although, as of the time this report 
is written (February 28, 1953), less 
than nine months have passed since the 
1952 annual convention last June, and 
less than five months since the ac- 
celerated program was announced last 
October, at least twenty-eight legal in- 
stitutes or institute programs have 
been held or will have been held by 
the time of the 1953 convention (April 
2-4, 1953). This figure of twenty-eight 
does not include the several institute 
programs arranged for the 1953 con- 
vention nor the nineteen legal ethics 
seminars that will have been conducted 
at the colleges of law by the time of 
the 1953 convention; nor does it include 
institutes already planned for the 


period following the 1953 convention. 
In addition, several further institutes 
are being planned at the time this is 
written, but definite dates have not 
been decided upon. The figure of 
twenty-eight sets a new record for the 
Committee, the previous high, accord- 
ing to available information, being 
seventeen, set in 1950-51. The Commit- 
tee predicts that, with the great in- 
terest noted throughout the state in 
the legal institutes program, this year’s 
record will be far surpassed next year 
and in the years that will follow. 


In defining the duties of the Legal 
Institutes Committee, the By-Laws of 
The Florida Bar provide: 

“It shall be the duty of this 
committee to arrange for the hold- 
ing of at least one institute in each 
of the several circuits of the state 
each year, and preferably before 
each local or regional bar associa- 
tion each year. The committee shall 
make available to the local associa- 
tions competent speakers to dis- 
cuss timely subjects of interest and 
value to the legal profession.” 

The Committce is pleased to report that, 
for the first time, this goal of an insti- 
tute in every Circuit has been achieved 
during the past year, with one or more 
legal institutes or institute programs 
being held in every one of the state’s 
sixteen Judicial Circuits. 

The following are the legal institutes 
or institute programs that have been 
held, or will have been held before the 
1953 convention in April, since the time 
of the 1952 convention last June, under 
the joint sponsorship of local bar as- 
sociations and The Florida Bar, listed 
according to the Judicial Circuits:

As will be gathered from the above, 
the institutes ranged all the way from 
the single-lecturer type to the two-day 
Institute on Civil Trials held in Gaines- 
ville on February 20 and 21, 1953, 
where between 300 and 330 heard each 
of the five nationally-recognized lec- 
turers from several sections of the 
country. 

One of the proudest assignments of 
the Legal Institutes Committee was 


that of arranging, in cooperation with 
the Jacksonville Bar Association, a se- 
ries of legal ethics seminars at the 
Colleges of Law of the University of 
Florida and Stetson University. This 
program started in November at the 
University of Florida, where twelve 
seminars will have been held by the 
1953 convention in April. Last Decem- 
ber the plan was instituted at Stetson 
University, where seven seminars will 
have been held by the convention. Un- 
der this program two practicing law- 
yers lead a discussion of practical ethi- 
cal problems, drawing on their own ex- 
periences, at an informal seminar held 
on a designated evening and attended 
by around a dozen law students. A more 
detailed description of the legal ethics 
seminar plan is contained in an article 
on pages 87 and 38 of the February, 
1953, issue of the Florida Law Journal. 
Among the members of the Jacksonville 
Bar who have participated in this pro- 
gram as of the time this is written, are:

With the increased budgetary allow- 
ance provided for the Legal Institutes 
Committee beginning in January of 
1953, broader horizons opened up for 
the work of the Committee. Several 
worthwhile projects had been previous- 
ly proposed to the Committee but they 
had to be declined because of insuf- 
ficient funds. With this increased al- 
lowance, however, those projects seem 
now financially feasible. These pro- 
posals, which the Committee recom- 
mends that its successor seriously con- 
sider for adoption, are: 


(1) Expansion of the present pro- 
gram through the rendering of assist- 
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ance to local bar associations in defray- 
ing the expenses of out-of-state speak- 
ers, especially where qualified lecturers 
on the particular subject may not be 
available in this state. 

(2) Enlarging the scope of the pro- 
gram by including addresses by lawyers 
before civil and similar groups on such 
subjects as the professional responsi- 
bilities of the lawyer. This project 
would, of course, be carried on in con- 
junction with the Public Relations Com- 
mittee. 

(3) The publication periodically of 
booklets containing condensations of 
some of the most worthwhile talks made 
at the legal institutes, with distribu- 
tion of copies of the booklet to all mem- 
bers of The Florida Bar. 

The record of the Legal Institutes 
Committee during the past year would 
have been entirely impossible without 
the full and much-appreciated coopera- 
tion of local bar association officers and 
chairmen, as well as that of the 176 
lecturers who consented to be listed as 
such, whether or not during the year 
they were actually called on to serve. 
The Committee wants to express its 
thanks especially to President William 
A. McRae, Jr., for his constant support 


and encouragement, and to Henry S. 
Wrenn, as editor of the Florida Law 
Journal and as Public Relations Counsel 
of The Florida Bar, for his effective 
help in publicity. And the Chairman 
expresses his deep appreciation to the 
members and advisers of the Legal In- 
stitutes Committee for their grand co- 
operation throughout the year.

THE AMERICAN LAW INSTITUTE COMMITTEE 


The Committee regrets to report that 
it has not been active throughout the 
past year and, therefore, has no record 
of any accomplishment. Nevertheless, it 
suggests that this Committee be con- 
tinued. 

It will be recalled that in the past, 
Florida annotations to subjects in the 
Restatement of the Institute were pre- 
pared and completed. The Committee 
suggests that the bringing up to date 
of the annotations on such subjects 
which were completed several years 
ago and the preparation of Florida an- 
notations to those subjects in the Re- 
statement not heretofore annotated are 
of great importance to members of the 
Florida Bar. The Appeal Courts are in- 


creasingly citing the Restatement, and 
it is obvious that until the Florida an- 
notations are made current the Restate- 
ment will not fully serve Florida at- 
torneys. 

To complete the Florida annotations 
will require extensive services and the 
financing will involve a considerable 
sum. The Committee recommends that 
the Board of Governors consider a sur- 
vey to determine whether the furnish- 
ing of the services and financing there- 
of can be provided by the Bar or by 
some sponsors.

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REPORT OF TAX SECTION 


The Tax Section of The Florida Bar 
marks its first anniversary in June of 
this year. It was created by The Florida 
Bar at the last Convention to provide 
a broader base of participation and 
opportunity for year-to-year member- 
ship to Bar members interested in tax 
matters. The former “Committee on 
Taxation” and “Committee on Coopera- 
tion with Accountants” have recently 
been officially combined with the Tax 
Section by action of the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 

The Tax Section membership is di- 
vided into four working groups: Com- 
mittee on Estate and Gift Taxes, Com- 
mittee on Federal Income Tax, Commit- 
tee on State and Local Taxes, Commit- 
tee on Public Information. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Tax Section acts 
on matters of policy and coordination. 

The Committee on Estate and Gift 
Taxes, at a meeting recently held in 
Orlando, made recommendations for 
changes in the Florida estate tax stat- 
utes to conform the state law to the 
Federal law with respect to the period 
for filing returns (15 months, Federal; 
now 12 months, Florida); the exemp- 
tion ($60,000, Federal; now $50,000, 
Florida) ; time within which to pay tax 
(15 months, Federal; 12 months, Flor- 
ida); statute of limitations on assess- 
ments and refunds (Federal and Flor- 
ida now differ). The Committee also 
recommended that a copy of the Federal 
estate tax return be accepted by Florida 
instead of a separate return. These 
recommendations were approved by the 
Board of Governors at its meeting in 
Lakeland on February 14, and the legis- 
lative bills to accomplish the foregoing 
and possibly other needed amendments 
are now being drafted by the Commit- 
tee. This Committee has also studied 
the need for revision of certain Federal 
tax statutes involving taxation of 
estates by the entireties which are con- 
sidered discriminatory. If approved by 
the Bar, these recommendations will be 
forwarded to the Florida Delegation 
in Washington for action. A panel of 


Committee members will present sub- 
jects of timely Estate and Gift Tax 
interest at a session of the Institute 
on Taxation at the Bar Convention in 
Hollywood. 


The Committee on Federal Income 
Tax, through five area subcommittees, 
is now engaged in the study of certain 
Federal tax questions which will be 
presented in panel discussion as a part 
of the Institute on Taxation at the 
Convention in Hollywood. The Commit- 
tee is also studying certain proposed 
amendments to Federal income tax 
statutes to be first submitted to the 
Bar for approval and then transmitted 
to the Florida Delegation in Washing- 
ton. 


The Committee on State and Local 
Taxes has studied Chapter 610 of the 
Florida Statutes affecting corporations 
generally and has concluded that certain 
provisions therein are in conflict, and 
that others are vague and uncertain and 
should be clarified. Legislative bills to 
accomplish this purpose are now being 
drafted by the Committee for submis- 
sion to the Bar at the Hollywood Con- 
vention. Amendments relating to pro- 
cedure under the Sales and Use Tax 
statutes are now under consideration 
by this Committee, and it is antici- 
pated that recommendations will be 
made to the Bar at the Hollywood 
Convention. This Committee and the 
Tax Section generally gratefully ac- 
knowledge the splendid cooperation and 
assistance received from the Statutory 
Revision Department of the Attorney 
General’s office throughout the year. 
Committee members have participated 
in various conferences with State and 
local officials regarding the proposed 
revision of ad valorem tax laws of 
Florida and recommendation for ap- 
proval will be submitted to the Bar at 
the Convention. 


The Committee on Public Informa- 
tion adopted three objectives shortly 
after the Tax Section was created: 


1. To increase the knowledge and 
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interest of all members of the 
Bar in tax matters. 

2. To achieve a better understand- 
ing of tax matters generally on 
the part of the public and to em- 
phasize the desirability of obtain- 
ing legal advice where legal ques- 
tions are involved in tax matters. 

3. To disseminate information con- 
cerning the Tax Section of the 
Florida Bar and to encourage 
membership therein. 

This Committee published bi- 
monthly the “Tax Section Bulletin,” 
which is mailed to all members of the 
Tax Section, the Justices of the Florida 
Supreme Court, and the Board of Gov- 
ernors of The Florida Bar. The “Bulle- 
tin” is keyed to the tax interests of the 
general practitioner and features items 
of primary interest to Florida lawyers, 
such as rulings, regulations and court 
decisions dealing with the Sales and 
Use tax and other Florida taxes, Fed- 
eral income, estate and gift tax develop- 
ments which are of special significance 
to Florida clients, and changes in per- 
sonnel and procedures in the various 
Federal, State and local tax agencies, 
such as the recent Reorganization Plan 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
its effect in Florida. The Committee on 
Public Information has cooperated with 
the Legal Institutes Committee of The 
Florida Bar by furnishing a list of more 
than 35 speakers on approximately 60 
tax subjects and by arranging a three- 
day program of Institutes on Taxation 
at the Bar Convention in Hollywood in 
April. Local Bar Associations have been 
requested to set aside one meeting each 
year to be devoted to a panel discussion 
of tax subjects. This Committee of- 
fered to the Deans of the three law 
schools in Florida qualified speakers 
on tax subjects for periodic guest lec- 
tures throughout the school term. This 
program has already begun at the Col- 
lege of Law, University of Florida, and 
at Stetson University Law School. 
Radio and television programs on time- 
ly tax topics have been put on in Tampa 


and Jacksonville, the latter having been 
arranged jointly by the Committee on 
Cooperation with Accountants of The 
Florida Bar and the Florida Institute 
of Certified Public Accountants. A pro- 
gram is being formulated to make at- 
torneys, both individuals and panels, 
available to civic groups wherever re- 
quested throughout the state. This Com- 
mittee has systematically furnished tax 
material to the Florida Law Journal for 
publication. 

The Tax Section now has 115 mem- 
bers. The entire expenses of the Tax 
Section are defrayed from membership 
dues, which are $5.00 for those who 
have been members of the Bar for three 
years or more and $2.50 for those with 
Bar membership of less than three 
years. Expenditures have been held to 
a minimum, consisting chiefly of costs 
of printing and distributing the Tax 
Section Bulletin. 

The Tax Section has cooperated with 
the Committee on Unauthorized Prac- 
tice and at least one of the Circuit 
Grievance Committees in matters in- 
volving tax practtice. In the former 
instance a memorandum was filed in 
the Florida Supreme Court by a special 
committee of the Tax Section in op- 
position to a petition of an individual 
who sought to practice as a “Federal 
Tax Counsel” without becoming a mem- 
ber of The Florida Bar. One of the 
foremost functions of the Tax Section 
is to exercise constant vigilance and 
firm cooperation with the Bar in such 
matters. 

An outstanding series of Institutes 
On Taxation will be conducted during 
the three days of the Bar Convention 
in Hollywood. These Institutes will in- 
clude, among other features, addresses 
by eminent tax lawyers and a panel 
headed by the Director of Internal Rev- 
enue for Florida and three of his Di- 
vision heads.

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PUBLIC RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


To: HONORABLE W. A. MCRAE, JR., 
President, The Florida Bar 

The Public Relations Committee 
which you appointed for the current 
year has worked actively to advance 
the Public Relations Program of The 
Florida Bar. In some measure it has 
achieved success. The increase in dues 
obtained pursuant to the order of the 
Supreme Court is too recent to have 
substantial effect upon the year’s pro- 
gram but portends a fine future for 
creating the proper climate in which 
the lawyers of this state may conduct 
their chosen profession. 

News items in considerable number 
have been provided to newspapers and 
radio stations. These have resulted in 
widespread publication and radio broad- 
casts about the activities of The Florida 
Bar and its members. The Committee 
has worked with several local bar as- 
sociations in advancing public relations 
at the local level. Several local associa- 
tions have handled public relations ad- 
vertising series in their local newspa- 
pers made available to them by The 
Florida Bar. 

Public service radio and television 
programs are in operation in several 
cities. Among these are the programs 
conducted at Jacksonville, Tampa, Mi- 
ami, West Palm Beach, and possibly 
others from which we do not have re- 
ports at this date. 

Your Committee has conducted its 
work in close co-operation with the 
Board of Governors to expand the Pub- 
lic Relations Program. Now that ad- 
ditional funds are available this de- 
velopment work is moving forward. 
Among other projects we have avail- 
able is a very fine motion picture en- 
titled “Living Under Law.” This film 
was purchased from the Michigan Bar 
Association and will be made available 
to local bar associations for showing to 
selected groups in communities about 
the state. 

A carefully prepared series of pam- 
phlets about the law and lawyers is be- 
ing developed and will be ready for 


presentation to local associations at an 
early date. Some of these pamphlets 
will be printed by The Florida Bar and 
distributed; others will be designed for 
local sponsorship and distribution by 
banks and other organizations. It is felt 
that these pamphlets have immeasur- 
able value in pointing up the fact that 
The Florida Bar is anxious to serve the 
public and in its interest. Such pam- 
phlets have varying titles such as “It’s 
The Law”, “A Quiz’, “Duties, Responsi- 
bilities and Limits of Authority of a 
Notary Public in Florida”, “‘First Steps 
in Buying a Home”, and similar titles. 
The pamphlets clearly indicate that 
they are published and issued as a pub- 
lic service of The Florida Bar. 

There are varying opinions as to 
whether there has been a diminishing 
amount of unfavorable editorial com- 
ment about the legal profession. In 
instances where unfavorable comment 
was brought to the Committee’s atten- 
tion, steps have been taken to answer 
such unfavorable publicity through you 
as President. In this regard the mem- 
bers of the integrated bar may realize 
that their organization is now equipped 
to represent them and to correct er- 
roneous impressions created in news- 
paper stories or editorials. 

Your Committee has felt that the 
Public Relations Program has had to 
proceed slowly and surely and without 
mistakes, if possible. With the addi- 
tional funds now available to it and 
its successor, the public relations of 
The Florida Bar may be immeasurably 
improved and of greater service to the 
lawyers of Florida. The Committee re- 
spectfully reminds the members of the 
profession that good deeds are the only 
foundation for good public relations. 
Every member of the bar carries a part 
of the responsibility for good public 
relations. 

It is the sole recommendation of this 
Committee that The Florida Bar, its 
voluntary local associations, and the 
individual lawyers of the state, increase 
their respective contributions to public 
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services. The undertaking of substan- 
tial public service programs and proj- 
ects will grant to the Public Relations 
Committee an opportunity to exploit 
the good works of an integrated bar. ~

COMMITTEE ON PROFESSIONAL ETHICS 


It is the primary function of the 
Committee on Professional Ethics to 
act in an advisory capacity to the 
Board of Governors and the President 
of The Florida Bar in regard to matters 
involving professional conduct. The 
services of the Committee have been re- 
quested also by the Supreme Court of 
Florida, the faculty of the College of 
Law at the University of Florida, and 
individual practitioners. In addition to 
the mass of correspondence dealing 
with these matters, there have been 
fourteen inquiries presenting specific 
questions for decision by the Commit- 
tee. Formal opinions have been pre- 
pared on twelve of these inquiries. 

On the basis of the specific questions 
presented to the Committee it would 
seem that advertising, and particularly 
special listings, by practicing lawyers 
is the most frequent cause of complaint. 
Five of such cases have been considered 
by the Committee. Three of the ques- 
tions involved conflict of interests in 
legal representation. Two questions in- 
volved the legality of an attempt on the 
part of a foreign lawyer to practice in 


Florida, and two had to do with out- 
of-state partnerships. There were also 
inquiries concerning the extent to 
which a lawyer may engage in a busi- 
ness enterprise, and the participation 
of a judge in a charitable endeavor. 

It should be noted that the Commit- 
tee has been unanimous in its decisions, 
except in one instance, and that it has 
been notably conservative in construing 
the Code of Ethics. It is not possible 
to say too much about the cooperation 
given by the Committee members, who 
are listed below, or about the splendid 
support and congenial assistance of the 
President of The Florida Bar and his 
staff.

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PROBATE AND 


The Committee continues to appreci- 
ate the responsibility of the Bar in 
maintaining the integrity of the Pro- 
bate and Guardianship Laws with a 
minimum of new legislation. Several 
proposals are omitted from this report 
because of the present absence of gen- 
eral demand. They will be considered 
later. 

It is the consensus of the Committee 
that existing provisions relating to dis- 
covery and the taking of testimony de 
bene esse should be made specifically 
applicable to probate proceedings by re- 
vision of the Rules rather than by 
amendment to the Probate Law. 

To date eighty percent of the Com- 
mittee have expressed approval of the 
pending effort of the Trust Division of 
the Florida Bankers’ Association to se- 
cure enactment of The Prudent Man 
Rule for investments by fiduciaries, ex- 
cepting investments by guardians un- 
der the Uniform Veterans’ Guardian- 
ship Law. 

The Committee favors amendment of 
Section 732.30, F.S., to provide that a 
legatee or devisee shall not be required 
to renounce his apparent interest under 
the will as a condition precedent to 
maintaining proceedings for revocation 
of probate. A proposed bill to such ef- 
fect is submitted herewith. 

The Committee favors amending Sec- 
tion 731.35 (1) F. S., relating to elec- 
tion to take dower by providing limita- 
tions thereon with respect to unad- 
ministered estates and authorizing a 
reasonable extension of time to elect 
when the husband’s will is contested. 
A proposed bill to such effect is sub- 
mitted herewith. 

The Committee offers for study, with 
no present recommendations, a bill de- 
signed to abolish inchoate dower and 
more nearly equalize property and con- 
tractual rights as between married per- 
sons. It may be indicative of a trend. 
Its enactment would necessitate some 
statutory revisions, including a few in 
the Guardianship Law. 

There is growing sentiment, but no 
widespread demand as yet, for a sur-

viving husband to have curtesy or sim- 
ilar rights in his deceased wife’s estate 
analogous to the dower rights of a wife 
in her deceased husband’s estate. Fur- 
ther comment is invited. 

Time has been short and hard on the 
Committee which had intended to get 
together personally before making this 
report. We offer our apologies espe- 
cially to the Junior Section of the Bar. 
At this time we are unable to report 
action as a Committee on an amend- 
ment proposed by the Junior Section of 
the Bar that 

“a certified copy of a will valid under 

the laws of the state or country in 

which the testator is domiciled at the 
time of his death shall be valid in 
this state for use in ancillary ad- 
ministration if said will has been 
proven and admitted to probate in 
the state of domicile and the probate 
court certifies that fact.” 

Comments are invited. 

The Junior Section also reminds us 
that under present law, in an ancillary 
administration, if a will is discovered 
subsequent to issuance of letters and 
the will is to the benefit of someone 
not in preference for qualification as 
personal representative in Florida un- 
der Section 732.44, F.S., and the named 
executor is unable to qualify in Florida, 
the party having the beneficial interest 
may not act; an adverse or disinterested 
party, if related, gets the preference. 
The question has been raised before 
and we invite additional comment. 

The intelligent interest of the Junior 
Section is greatly appreciated.

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LEGAL SERVICE TO ARMED FORCES 


The following is a summary of the 
cases and amount of work handled by 
the Committee on Legal Service to the 
Armed Forces: 


Referrals 43 
Cases handled by Chairman ____. 10 
Advice given by Chairman _____. 10 


The work of this Committee con- 
sists mostly of the Chairman receiving 
letters from places throughout the 
United States and from overseas and 
forwarding the cases to attorneys in 
the State of Florida to be handled in 
the local communities where the prob- 
lem arises. Some of the work consists 
in answering questions concerning the 
Florida Law to Legal Assistance Offi- 
cers of the Armed Forces and to indi- 
vidual service members who are inter- 
ested in the law of Florida which per- 
tains to their particular problem. 


A good percentage of the referrals, 
approximately one-third, were made to 
lawyers throughout the State of Flor- 
ida who were not on the Committee. 
The reason for this was that we did not 
have a committee member in every city 
or judicial circuit in the State of Flor- 
ida. The committee members which are 
listed below and many other lawyers in 
the State of Florida cooperated in every 
way to carry out the work of this com- 
mittee. The main purpose of the com- 
mittee is to enable a service man or 
woman to obtain competent counsel here 
in the State of Florida when they do 
not know of a lawyer to contact. This 
is not a legal aid committee and if there 
is any legal service performed, a charge 
is made according to the agreement be- 
tween the member of the Armed Serv- 
ice and the lawyer involved. 

Recommendations: 


(1) That the President appoint at 
least one member to the Committee 
from each Circuit in the State of Flor- 
ida and that several members be ap- 
pointed from the larger populated cir- 
cuits in order that it may not be too 
much of a burden upon any one par- 
ticular member. 


(2) That the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee serve for a period of at least 
two years. (This to be done by under- 
standing of the incoming presidents). 
The reason for this recommendation is 
that the Armed Services take consider- 
able time informing legal officers 
throughout the world as to the Chair- 
man, and for that reason most of the 
letters I have received have been ad- 
dressed to last year’s chairman or the 
one of the year before last, and have 
to be forwarded to the present Chair- 
man. This situation causes a delay in 
the service that can be rendered to the 
Armed Forces. Also in this regard, on 
two occasions service men have made 
special trips to see the chairman of the 
Committee in person and found he was 
no longer the Chairman. This is incon- 
venient as well as expensive to the 
members of the Armed Forces. 


(3) That the President of The Flor- 
ida Bar immediately upon appointment 
of the Chairman of this Committee, 
notify the Secretary of Defense and 
urge him to send out a directive in- 
forming all Legal Assistance Officers 
of the appointment of the Chairman of 
this Committée.
